MATERNITY'  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 


The  County  Council  is  the  M.  and  C.W. 
Authority.  As  Assistant  County  M.O. 

I  attend  the  Infant  Welfare  Centre 
on  the  first  and  third  Thursdays  of 
the  month.  These  centres  could  not  be 
carried  on  as  at  present  without  the 
help  of  devoted  voluntary  workers.  Much 
dex-^ends  too,  on  the  zeal  of  the  District 
Nurses. 

The  County  Council  is  also  the  Authority 
for  the  School  Medical  Service  and  the 
Tuberculosis  and  Veneral  Disease  Schemes.

WATER . 
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The  Town  Supply  gives  increasing  concern 
owing  to  the  state  of  the  pumps  and 
engines  and  the  damage  done  hy  the 
drawing  up  of  sand.  Steps  are  being 
taken  to  provide  a  new  source  of 
supply . 

A  bacteriological  report  dated  27 • 10.47 
states:-  "No  evidence  of  harmful 
pollution,  but,  if  this  is  piped  supply 
for  public  consumption  it  should  be 
classed  as  ’suspicious*.  Frequent 
examinations  to  check  bacteriological 
condition  are  indicated". 

A  chemical  analysis  was  carried  out 
about  the  same  time  and  Mr.Lincolne 
Sutton  reported:-  "This  water  is  of 
good  quality  and  free  from  any  trace 
of  dangerous  pollution.  It  is  in  my 
opinion  quite  suitable  for  drinking 
purposes" . 

The  next  bacteriological  sample  taken 
(13.1.40)  was  quite  satisfactory. 

The  supply  is  not  plumbo-solvent. 

No  action  has  been  taken  with  regard 
to  contamination. 

About  90>o  of  the  population  has  a  direct 
supply  from  the  mains  and  there  are  a 
few  still  on  stand-pipe  supply. 

6 .  DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

No  important  works  were  carried  out 
during  the  year. 

7 •  DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION. 


Diphtheria  Immunisation  was  carried  out 
during  the  year,  and  41  children  under 
5  and  4  over  that  age  had  the  initial 
treatment  of  two  injections.  Only  two 
had  the  subsequent  reinforcing  dose. 
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8.  SCABIES. 

Three  members  of  one  family  were 
found  to  he  suffering  from  Scabies. 
In  another  family  where  scabies  had 
occurred  previously  a  boy  was  found 
to  have  a  suspicious  rash.  All 
cleared  under  treatment. 

9.  TUBERCULOSIS. 


One  case  of  non-respiratory  tuber¬ 
culosis  in  a  child  was  notified  and 
one  of  respiratory  tuberculosis  in 
a  man.  The  diagnosis  was  not 
confirmed  in  the  latter  case. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  tuberculosis 
during  the  year.
